, aniongHt them who wore Hunaiblo uuoagh to 
value bin toaobinyii, soou decidod to roinove 
to a Hphcro outside of th<i intlu(!ncu of tho 
most degraded ouch of tlioir tribo, and 
agrood to go with Mr. Diuicau tu thnir old 
lionio at Motlakalitla. Hero tlu' mi.ssion 
wa.s oMtablinhod aud grow, but uot wilhouL 
tho oppo.sition of tboKO of their tribo who 
preferrod thoir old snperHtitiouH practicoH 
hud fotii»t;hiHm to the new light" and toach- 
hlUH of th'fj Qhriutiivn m)H8iounfy. ^t coHt 

• IhBTfBithhU itm many a strnggle to give up 
their drinking antj dobnuchory, foralaoholic 
luixturo wBH to be had in auy quantity from 
th« Huiall vcHriols trading fu it up the coast. 
It took nniuy years to supprosH this trado, 
and all old rimideuts will romcniber tlio 
hatred and vilifiuiitiou bestowed on Mr. IJ. 
for his etVorts iu this direction. Tlio Kiip- 
proHMion of this traffic enablrd white men 
to settle along tho coast in safety. Tho In- 
dian Hettlemont thus fonaod griulually 
grow from a fow to 1,300 of steady, indus- 
trious, sober, God-fearing men and wonion. 
The efforts of the chufuh missiouary socioty 
with Mr. D. as thoir ugeut, were thus far, 
beyond all controversy, stiocossful. Jlr.- 
piiti'cUu!}* wufjc ■was lautlcd'Vy th" I?iwbop 
^((''doi'limbiii,' ohd^lr.'Q. hiniHelf; enJogiVted 
yiijiV after year iu his lordship's reports, and 
thoHU reports of good work done pruduocd 
Ilirfits MUtnn from tboho iiitcresti d in iiiissiuu 
■work in Euglaud ami clfiuwlieio. 'L'his ro- 
BUlt was uot attained in any ea.sy, arm -chair 
uianner, but was aeiMiiiiiliHlied by a man 
Uovotnd to bis woiU, ami [lussessi^d of no 
wnliunry talent for orgaiuziitioii and execu- 
tive administration often in peri! of his life 
from those, who would have had the Indiaiis, 
MOW redeeiiied from bitrboriBra, revert to it. 
All wo At on wollfor almost a quiirl(>r of a 
c.uiitnry, when tho sucioty caused to bo eim- 
Heonited and sent out Bishop Eidley, when 
certain religious dilTcreuees wciro urged into 
jjrominei'ce, and the fact nf the Iinliaiis be- 
ing fitill ehildroniu their religious eiperi- 
euooloHtsi^ht of. When the mis.don was lirst 
established a reserve of 50 siiaiins miles 
Waa set apart for tho Indians, and .siibao 
(luenlly »i rpsoryo of 'A acres, was aiimlurly 
«Ht aprtrt, both on tho application of Mr. 
P (.1)0 latter for llio church missionary 
society. Th'i laot rospfvi) wiiP in^qo for 
the i;liurch uiiaaioimry ancicity, hefuro any 
differQiioo of opinion aroay botwcoti them 

»(»hd their agent, Mr. P., and mado pro- 
sumably in the Intvre.sl of the Tndimt^ iiik<( 
for iliair bittiojll. All the expondiluro of 
tlio ai.iciety at Mellakahlla was niado by 
llu-w, fur I liK hpiifjil oj thu Indian .■nilrlij 
The society liad ilo object in this expen- 
diture', or in ankiiig for this reservo, ex- 
cept that of benefitting thoao whom they 
had uudartaken to teAch. Thoy are not 
a society formed for trading or oonimor- 
cial piirpoges, seeking to iii:qnire lands or 
wealth, or to pay a dividend. Tlie '2 acre 
reserve then, must hav e been made, with 
tho side object of benefitting tho IndianB, 
and I believe ostensibly for the building 
(if H juiMiVm hon.it for the Indian teacher. 
Tf p. be iiuceptrtble to tho Indians as 
a tixichur, and he ou/y, J think It foUowii 
that he has, at any r«to, rs much right to 
the land as anyone else. Tho prop onal to 
survey this land by force for the society 
has fortunately been thrown out by the 

-J)ouao. The attempt to exorcise force in 
surveying (t nt ftU, will bo, iti my opinion, 
» grave error, and may be productive of 
flprious coiispf|uonce8. All Iiuliajis, in 
eoin moil with white, men am lunar io\in of 
ihtlr'ri<ihtf of loud. Tho laiids at ijetla - 
kahtla have been actually in pogsossion of 
those lstAM,ta for gtneraUoTW, and for all 
wo know,'/or ectitiirifia. They hav'o' never 
been acquired liy tho crown either by cnii- 
t]ued, or by pttn-licinf, or by tmilij. Tho 
Indiana know, what probably few white 
men know, that tho land between Naiiai- 
ni" and Sooke were purchased from tho 
Indians by Sir James Douglas (the then 



governor) though in a manner technically 
speaking, far from legal, ypt still puruhaa- 
ed. Lord Dufferin, late govornpr-f{oneral 
(if Canada, and ik btateamatt of Vast expor- 
ionco and ability, held, and made no se- 
cret of hi.-i opinion, that tho title to tho 
Indian hinds had never boon cvLtinguished. 
Mr. D. and some of the missionaries on 
the N. W. coast may have re-echoed these 
teachings, and though to my mind, it was 
unwise to have dune this, yot it was cer- 
tainly a very voiiial uireiica, and but iiat- 
iiral in viow uf thoir positions as Indian 
leachera. j!;i»i'UQst.jniudcd men are too 
apt to forgot the maxim of Talleyrand, 
"point do zi!le", when dealing with tho 
intorests of their proteges. Tho Itidisiis 
at ^lotlakahtla have been for a quarter of 
a century, a law-abiding people, and there 
can be no doilbt, havo sot an example for 
good to all other Indiana on tho coast. 
T'hoy liave lately shown a ih-t(-rmiiiation to 
prevent the survey of the 1' acre lilock, 
and uiile.is I am laueli niistakon in 
tlioir toinpor, will resist to the utmost, 
any altonipt to survey it. The ijnesiion 
will naturally occur to moat minds, wiiy 
survey it at all ( If the survey bo under- 
taken for the church miasiouary Huciely, 
it will bo against tho ennseii.Hiiri of opinions 
of the house; if it be niidortakoii lor the 
mere [lurposo of enforcing iho authonty 
of the crown, it will bu an act of folly, 
fur tho riglits of the crown havo not, in 
this particular e<ise, been disputed by the 
Indians; thoy havo only disputud the 
rights of tho church miasiouary society 
repreaeuted by Liiahop Riilley, Suiipns- 
iiig llio govorniiieiU detoruuiie to ri'sori to 
force, what force la to be oinployod I 1 
much doubt, if tlu; sorvicoa of II. JM. 
navy, wlieu tho full facts am known, can 
bo obtained for this piirixiao. 1 kitmu, 
from Ottawa, that tho J.)oiiiinion govurn- 
niont will not provide or pay a ly coercing 
force. Tho provincial govcriiinent has al- 
ready spout th<nisaiuln of dollars, which 
might havo been more proliialily o-xpcioliHl 
on the roads thiui in sending ahipa of 
war to (jiiell riota which luivur occurred. 
And when tho survey iii made, of what 
benefit will it be to muitul man t fcjlKnild 
force be ciiqiloyod, and load to an Indian 
outbreak, who can foru.ioo the coiiae 
ijuoucea / Wliitc men going about, their 
tiuaiiicss ahot down in their tracksby keen- 
sighted savages, promising settlements 
buriii'd, miners iiiul others forcod to loave 
the country, the material prugioaa of the 
northwest coast rutardcil for yciir.s, and 
all broiiglii about by a dispute which, 
judged 1)} the rigllt of (Christianity, of 
Justice to the Indiana, and uf the church 
miasionary aocioty's own rules as to the 
elm roll govoriimout of the native churchea, 
should iiuver have occurred. I need not 
say, in conclusion, that a sense of duty 
to the peoplo of the province has com- 
pelled nie to write this letter. I have 
seen both hero and iu WuBhington 'I'er- 
ritory the ovil oHecta of diaimtca with tho 
Indians; and in nil our petty wars here 
with tho Indians in the iiasl, carried out 
as they were under the direction of that 
groat administrator and good man tJir 
James Douglas, there was always crime 
to be punibhcd, and punished it was, with 
a linn hand, ondlhe liiduiiis /.lo'ic it. Tho 
iliapute 111 ([uesliou is not one for tiie 
nrhitraini-nt of the .nciird, but for tho 
judijmeid uf the cuurt.i; it la one of title to 
land. I havo no wish to dogmati&s or to 
attempt to lay down the law, I'mt am de- 
sirous that a due consideration of all the 
facts bearing on the case should be en- 
forced, so aa to prevent rash action being 
t*ken against thoao Indians who, on tho 
whole, havo shown an u.vamplo of modera- 
tion and self control, which many pr07 
tossing Christians amongst us might ad- 
vantageously imitate.

Victoria's mayor and council have 
taken prompt Hteps to call altontioii to 
tho dofoiicok-aa condition iif tliitt city and 
Esquimau — tho koy to tho Gaiiadi.ui 
Pttcifio poBSossiona in tho event of a war 
with Kussia. Tho llusai.m.s have a .stroiii^ 
fleet at Vladivoatooh and in 25 days after 
a declaration of war could be pitching 
shot and shell ashore hero. Wore tho 
Canadian racilic railway coinplotoJ troops 
could reach Victoria frcuu England as 
quickly as tho Russian Hoot on the Asiatic 
coast could rondczvo.is horo. But tho 
railway ia not finished and tho dufouco of 
thu only uouliiig station fur British ships 
on the I*acifio coast of the continent of 
America rests with tho fleet. Wo are 
not among those who boliovo war will ro 
suit from tho present coniplicatioiia if tho 
unruly Afghan tribes can be irulueod to 
keep thoir hands oil' the Rua8i;i'i invaders 
until diplomacy can effect a aottloraont. 
Unless Ruaaia is merely playing IJis- 
marck'a hand with a view to the- embroil- 
ment of England, so that Germany may 
carry out her dcsigna in Holland and Bel- 
gium there v.'ill be no war. The sturdy 
attitude of tho Gladstone govoriunout — 
although a.ssuined at tho elevontli hour — 
will probably cause Russia to back down. 
But England cannot recede without sacri- 
ficing her Indian empire and losing hor 
prestige for ever. A war would bo a 
groat calamity, truly; but worse calami- 
tios than ivar may befall a proud and 
powerful nation.

Small pox, although not periodical in its 
visits, is still of occurrence so frequent as 
to bo easily overc(inio by tho isolation of 
the sick, good nuriing and tho adoption 
of well known procautiona and pruventa- 
tivos. Tho last thing or o should think 
of doing would bo to got scared or excit- 
ed about an epidemic. Our advice to tho 
oast coast people is to got vaccinated, in- 
sist tliat doctors who visit small pox pati- 
ents .shall chango their garments, ipiaran- 
tino the sick and go about their business 
as usual. Above and boyoud all, got 
vaccinated.

Mr. Orr moved the following n'Solu- 
lion : — 

That bill (Xo. U-l) intituled "Ai. Act to 
inuorporalo the .Seinilk inieen and Tlionip 
son River Kailway Company, ' be referred 
to a cominitteu of thu wholu house for con- 
sideration. 

Mr. Orr said that as ho believed the gov- 
ernment had decided not to allow the 
bill to come l)ofort^ tho house h>i would 
ask loavo to withdraw the bdl. lie Wiis 
surprised at tho action of tliu govennoeul 
in acting as thej' did. 

Hon. Mr. Uavie aaiil tliat there was no 
desire ifl\ the part of the eovernment to 
auppreaa anything from coming before the 
hcmao, but accordioL; to rules iinascd 
last anssion tho govornmeiit would 
have to ataunt to anch a bill before its 
coming before the house. Tiio premuble 
of tho bill was very vagno, an<l diil not 
stipulate where tho railway was to begin 
or to end. Under tho ctrcuniatan^os the 
government could not favor tho measure. 

Thu bill w:iH withdrawn. 

LAW OK •ri'.K.'il'A.SS. 

Mr. T. Davio askod loavo to introduce 
a bill intituled "An Act relating to the 
law of troopass to real property." 

Leave granted. Uoad a first time; sec- 
ond reading to-morrow. 

QITKSTION. 

Mr. Allen askod tho attorney general 
tho following (luestion : "Is it tho iiiten- 
tiuu uf tho governuieiit to arrest the In- 
dian Einia at Chilcnutin this aiuiMner for 
tho murder of tho Chinaman/" 

Hon. Mr. Davio — Instructions have 
already been givon for his arrest. See 
last page of tho corrcspondoiico laid be- 
fore tho house. 

UOYAL UO.^iMI.S.SIOl^-. 

Mr. .\llen asked tho leader of the gov- 
ornmont tho following queation : "Wlioii 
will the govorninent appoint the coniinia- 
sion to determine the guiiuinoness uf Mr. 
McTiernan's signature aa suggested by tho 
committee on B(iuattor's claims and ad- 
opted unanimously by tho house?" 

Hon. Mr. Sniithe rose to a privilege, 
and said before the question was put he 
would like to say something on the mat- 
ter. Tho appointing of a commiasiou 
would bo a moat oxi)onHiru ono, anil he 
would suggeal that the ui.atter be placed 
in the liands of tho au[)erintenilont of the 
police, and allow tho case to bo fipllowed 
up in tho courts. It was a matter of in- 
diflurenco to tho government, but the 
ipiostion of forgery, and there was evi- 
dently Olio committed, would bo better 
traced to its source. 

After soino discusaion on the part of 
tho Speaker, Hon. Mr. Smitho and iMr. 
(ralbraith, aa to tlio practice f(dloweil in 
such cases, Air. TIiimi. D^vio .moved that 
it is dosirable that tlio oevorninent bring 
in a bill to ap|,ioiiit a my.'il cominisaioii for 
tho purixiao of enijiiii iiig into tho geiiuio"- 
nefls of a document with Mr McTieMian'.t 
Bigiiaturo attached, sanl to be a forgery. 

Messrs. Duck and Duiisinuir objected 
to the appointing of a commission, as it 
would be ail expuiiaive undertaking and a 
dangerous proGedent to OBlablish. 

Mr. Theo. Davio thought that the ap 
pointmonl of a commission was the (inly 
w.ay iji which the original signer of the 
document could be diacoverc!!. It would 
bo impossibto to bring an a<;tii>i! for 
forgery against any one of the in 
dividuals who had had posses- 
sion of tho document. Tliero wns 
no one to enter suuh mii action in the 
court.s. The name of certain honorable 
inon had been brou|^btuiiiiilenl loiially into 
this enquiry, ■iiul alups should bo taken 
to oxoulpato tlitMii ti oiii I lie puHsibility of 
any stigma attaching t o t.lieir cbar.tctorM in 
the future. Ho certainly thought the 
<.">vuriimunt should favor tho comiiiiM 
sion. 

Mr. Oalbraith thought that the gov 
erninont should follow out tho provisions 
of tho s(iuattei's' report and appoint a 
commission to clear the mHtlur up. Tho 
govoriiinoiit should not shirk tho ro- 
aponsibility and jilaco it on the hoiiao. 

Hon. Mr. Kiiliaoii sai<l that the loader 
of tho opposition was aa uiijnat as iwiial. 
'I'lio ,;overnmeiit shirked no responsibility. 
Thoy believed th.'it tho machinery was 
already available for the proper ferreting 
out uf tho matter, and this they believed 
to be the superintundent of provincial 
police. 'I'ho i;ovornment thought this 
best, while aonio monihora thoiioht tlnsro 
was another course that should bo pur- 
sued . 

Mr. Orr also thought that tho commis- 
sion should bo appointed. 

Mr. Pooloy cpuld not -agree with tho 
resolution. Ho did not i^liqK it tho duty 
of this house to iii(|iiiro into what wore 
only rumors. If gentlomou felt that 
aspersions had boon cast on their char- 
acter, thoy could have recourse to l.iw 
courts, whoro a [iroper decision could he 
arrived at. It was no duty of this houao 
to compose ilaolf into a judicial board to 
inquire into any such rumors or asper- 
sions. If a precedent aiich as this was 
established, private menibcis of the house 
would bo continually moving for cominis- 
siona to iiuiuiro into any stigma that 
might be cast on thair character. 

Hon. Mr. Smitho said that tho govern- 
ment took the position that tho house was 
committed to the appoin^mont of a com- 
mission. Still tho govorninent thought 
tho present machinery suliiciont to t.iko 
tho matter in hand. It was their (lesiro 
that this matter ahuuld bo discussed in 



tho house to-day by tho bringing forward 
of this roBolutioa. Ho gathered from thu 
discussion^ Ihait.. had taken place that 'it 
waa'the'desire of a majority of tho house 
that tho commission bo appointed. There- 
fore, he would state that the goveriiinent 
would bo prepared to introduce a bill for 
tlie appointuicnt of such a cominiasioii. 
It was not nocoaaiiry that a formal vote 
bo taken on thu resolutinn. Ho nould, 
therefore, ask that tho ii'in. nieinbor for 
Vistoria withdraw his r-jjolutiou. 

Mr. T. Davio withdrew his resolutions^ 
and tho altorney-gc-naral obtained le.-ivo 
to intioduco a bill for the legalizing of 
such cominisaion, which was read a first 
time and placed (Jii tho lu'dera for Friday. 

Mr. Grant asked the hou. leader if it 
was thoir intention to allow- the claim 
mentionod iu aoctiou 9.of the squatters' 
committeo's report. 

Bonl Mr. Smitho said if tlmt gentle 
man had a claim it was for land and of 
courao, if proved would bo allowed. How- 
ever, before the cnmmitteo that guntloman 
atato.l that he did not havu a claim. 

On iiiotiuii of Hun. Mr. Robson tho 
house will go into committee of ways and 
means on Friday. 

Tho reaolutioiia passed Wednesday in 
coniiuittou of supply wore confiriiiod by 
the house. 

Mr. Orr sail] he was aurpi iscd at the 
action of the government in supprosaiiig 
tho Seniilkaiiieeii and 'L'hoiu[)aoii river 
railway bill. The attoriioy-geiieriil liad 
said it commoiiced iiowhoro and (uided 
anywhere, but ho held in his hand a map 
locating tho lino, which would open up a 
very valuable miuer.il coiiiilry. 

Hon. Mr. Davie said that was tho lirst 
inoiitioii made of a map. Ilosides, tlie 
preamble of tho \iill cundemiietl the 
mo.isiire, as it [irovidi'cl for a e'liiiiiieiiee- 
laont on Seiiiilkameon river at no stii)u- 
lated point and connected with tho 
Canadian Pacific at no settled jioint. 

Mr. .Vlleii, on pnvilei;o would draw tho 
altenhoii of llui iioiiso to ibo desinibilily 
of eatablialiiiig ail assay oliice. lie didn't 
care where it was dstiibliahud, but. it. .v:in 
wroiio lo have the spooimons sent to S;iii 
Francisco for assay. Tho 'o was at pre 
sent no oflico in any part of thu province 
where speoinions could bo assayed. 

Moll. Mr. Smitho said that, the govern 
mont bad i)rovi(lcd an am oiiit in tliiiiwii- 
matoa f(ir the o-tt.a bliahmuiit of sii aa.-iiiy 
oliice ill comieet ion with tho Dominion 
government. Tho i.iiattor had been under 
conaiileration for Home tiino and win con- 
sidiTed as most important by the govorn- 
meiit. They would lociite an assay (dlioe 
with tho ].)uinini"n co-operation, and if 
not it was their intentimi to secure a gov- 
erninonf asaayer and geidogical surveyor 
uuiubined. 

On motion to go into conimittoo of 
suii]>ly, 

iMr. Martin, on ;i question of jirivilege, 
said ho wished to refer to a letter which 
appeared in the Times of Feb. llith aiul 
•jb.oild have done so before on a ipieatioii 
of privilege, hut wna inforined that he 
would be ruled out of order, so he took 
this opportunity of giving his viows on 
tho pcdicy of tho goveriinieiit reg.irdiiig 
tho coiiatructioii of tiio K^e.^do I'asa wagon 
road. The Times of the date referred to 
stated, first, that it was tho boundun duty 
of every member of tho house to (jppoae 
the acceptance of thu iCagle Pass wagon 
road in its present unfiaifhod condition. 
Having travelled ovor that road in cimi 
pany with the chief commissioner at .i 
most unfavorable season (on account of 
weeks continuous rhin) ho had every op 
portunity of Judging what kind of a mad 
had boon constructod and how the work 
had been done. He liad seen four-horse 
teams with 3,300 lbs. on their wagons 
hauling ovor this sucalled (by tho Tiinea) 
half Rriiahed road. That fact spoke for 
icaelf. He must aay that taking into cwii 
aidoration the unprecedented rainfall in 
lO.iglo Pass this year that tho road was in 
first rato condition. Thu statements made 
logarding the forry being dangerous was 
absolutely false as he had seen four-horse 
teams drive on to tho ferry boats with 
their w:iet,'ons without unloading a pound 
of freight, and tho ili.itrict (;f Valo has 
undoubtedly felt the befiefil derived from 
tho construction of that road. In voting 
for tho E.iglo Pass wagon road bill two 
years ago ho had another object in view 
and that was tho re- opening of the Big 
Hoiid mines by tho construction of a road 
or trail from tho second erosamg of the 
(Jiduinbia river t(; La Porte from whence a 
trail was made somo years ago into Fnmcli 
creek. Ho hoped that tlie govorninent 
would [dace a sum on the estimates to 
eoiistruct at least a trail, from Farwtll to 
L.i I'orte, and was sure the investinoiit on 
t he [larl of the government would jirove a 
good one. A iiothor matter thai he would 
aak the government to coiiaidi;r waa the 
lilacing of a sum in the estimates fiu' a 
lioiiUH to a medical man who would locate 
in tho iiorlhurn part of Spilladicheen dis 
trict. Settlers in Spillamcheen and Oka 
nagnn districts at present were ;di>oit Kll 
or 100 tnilus from an available iihysician 
in case of sickness. 

Mr. Suiulili Siiid lie fully agreid v.'itli Ih.i 
I'stablishmpnt of KUeh a trail, as it would 
lienelit as much tho diHtrict ho representnl 
as tliat of Kootoimy. Tfo would draw the 
attention of the governmout to tho fact that 
there was ii nei i ssily (or tho ostabliHbmeut 
of a roHideiit physician in tho remote piirt 
of tho Spillauicheeii ilistriet, as ;d ini'seiiL 
siittlers would have totravi-lMI or KIO niilcK 
to secure a |diyHieiiiii in euHe of sirdiiui.is. 
'I hi're \vas a large revenue' friuii this district 
and lie thiMigUt the Oliaiiag.in and Spill - 
lUJiclieen ilistric.tK hud a cliiiin for a boinis 
in oriler to iiiiliiee ,'t meilieal man to reside 
there. 

Mr. Orr slali'd that he hud worked at the 
I'lig li(!iid iiiiiieH and tin- river was navig- 
able from I'arwell to I,a i'orte, bofli fur 
Hinall boats and Htoamers, and thoro was 
therufore no ueoossily for the road to \,a 
Porto. 

Ibm. Afr. KubKuu Huid that the Hynteui of 
bonnscK lo niedi<!iil men hiui not prifvnii 
very satisfaolmy. Ah there wouhl be a 
nundier of luei'lic.al iiii^ii I'lnploycd on the 
niilw;iy construction, the iS[)illiiiiielie<'n dis- 
trict would never be witiiout a physician in 
its neighborhood. 

Mr. Martin w.as afraid (be provincial sec- 
retary'B gougi-aphicnl information was suuio- 
what incorrect. Ukaimgan diKtrict wiuh far 
from thu sent of railway constructiim, ami 
ho sincerely hoped tho government would 
grant them the amall sum to suonru tie' 
services of a physician. 

Hon. Mr. Smitho said that tho goverii- 
meut would be glad to moot the demands of 
members in such matters, but tli.'V bad to 
provide funds for Kiieli ItuuiiscK, and there 
would lie a call from eviiry outlying district 
if this recpiost was acceded to. 

Mr. llingwall — We want a inodical inan 
at floniox. Tho iiearost physician available 
is 8U miles distant. 

Mb. -Grout again wont inlo figures, and 
got 'lost. He tried to multiply twice 
nothing and make it 'J'-', 000, hut didn't 
succeed in convincing- tho house that the 
foat could bo pm'fosmed. Ho also made 
statenioiits about tho island road that in- 
diieed thfj hon. inembor from Naiiaimo, 
Mr. Duiismuir, to rise to hia feet and crn- 
tradict him. Tho hon. member for 
Cassiar alao toidc exception to Tim (!iiloiii.si':i 
atateinent that he w.as sat upon by tho 
inenibor for Victoria, Mr. T. Davio. He 
would not allow the moiiibor for Victoria 
or any other member of the liouae to sit 
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upon him, or Tim Colonist either, aa thot 
publication, ought to know by this time. 
He^inigllli'h'aye made - 'aonie' mistakes in 
his 'remarks upon the figure's, but he 

thought that in the main he waa right, 
and tho government was not entitled to 
such great credit for tho atato of finances 
at present. Tho drydoclr had boon 
neglected as an asset in previous years, 
and it waa tho main thing in making thu 
surplus shown. Ho bad no intontion to 
deal unfairly with any question, but had 
merely attempted to show that some 
statamcnts m-tdn by the government wore 
iiqt'fair tu the previous guvernments, who 
weru entitled to cousidorabia credit for 
tho satisfactory stato of finances at 
present. 

Mr. Duiismuir said ho was astonished 
that tho member for Cassiar should make 
such untruthful statements in reference 
to the island road. Thoy were without 
any truth whatever. Ho had never made 
an olfer to tho Dominion governmont to 
build tho road, but thoy to him, while ho 
Has ill Ottawa, on his way to England, 
lie waa surprised that his Inni, ,'riend 
should go into figures that ho know 
nothing about, and he had only succuodcd 
in making himself unintelligible in hia de- 
ductions. 

Mr. T. Davie said that this was thu 
only fun that they had had during tho 
aessioii, ,iiid ho hopud if tho discussion 
was continued that it would bo carried on 
good initiiredly. lio had no intention 
wliatover to "sit upon" the member for 
Cassiar; for ho thought he would provo a 
most uncomfortable sunt. (Laughter.) 
It was apparent that the opjiositioii was 
just beoinniiig to thaw out, and if they 
colli. iiiuei.l Bittint; for aiiotlier week they 
niiL'lu lieiir uoniothing from them. .A 
gri'at de:il had hiieii said about figures. 
Olio hon. geiilleni.aii making $130,000 out 
of an item and another making nothing 
out of it. Tho fact was, figures could be 
twisted to reiireHont almoat anything. 

.Mr. Wilson sanl that ho was sorry th.it 
he had not been in hia idace while the 
member for (!aasiar waa delivering his 
elo,|uiMit peroration, for he would like In 
liave heard the remarks that gontloinaii 
hail inado on the public accounts. Ilo 
(Mr. Wilson) had not attended all tho 
iiieetiiies of the committee, but their sit- 
liie.'s had been of i', most harmonious 
nature, and the moat pugnacious member 
<if the house could not have found fault 
with llicir deliberations In referoiica to 
the Somilkameen railway bill he thought 
the introducer of tho bill should havu 
rocoivod somo leniency on tho part of tho 
eoverniiK'nt, as there was no doubt that 
tlu! promoters of tho bill had a commen- 
dable object in view. 

Mr. McLoeso said that the discussion 
had taken a very wide range, and a great 
variety of siibjectH treated. The feline 
had been noticed, the porcine attended to, 
the ei]uiiio oxplaiiiod, and now for the 
iiiforniaiioii of the bouse ho would statu 
that I he fiilhor of the mule was pn ass. 
(Uo.ira tif laughter.) 

Tho bouse wont into committoo of 
sui)|)ly, Mr. Pooloy in thu chair. 

On tho item of !?U,r>00 in the supplu- 
moiilary eatimates, payiiiont of A. 
DeUosmos, Bervices aa special agent of tho 
government at Ottawa and in England, 
the liiiaiice ininiater explained that it waa 
l)ut there in order to secure an expression 
of t he u|iinion of the house.

(|Ui'tie. Me will fit imt here for the Alas- 
ka expialition, for which one of tho re 
ipiireinonts will bo a steam launch. 
Passed Assistant- Engineer E. R. Zano 
will accompany tiioutenant Stoney on the 
oxiieilition. Ensign Purcell and tho re- 
iiiaiiidor of the party are ox|)ected in this 
(■ity soon. Lieutenant Stoney ia well 
acquiuiitod with the territory which ho ia 
to visit, and more l|^aii usual intoroat 
cmilres in the uxpedition, aa his descrip- 
tions of the country are at variancu with 
the preconceived ideas of Arctic typo- 
Ljriiphy.

The attmdion of many mon has often 
been directed to Alaska, and Lioutonaiit 
Stoney '.'1 trip may settle all doubts of its 
being the next El Dorado of the Pacific. 
The lieutenant will hiso no tiinuin getting 
together tho uquipiuonts for his expedi- 
tion and ^vilh yesterday ho bony that, 
th.uigli anxious to oblige tho reporter with 
information, ho could scarcely find tiniu 
to do BO.

Mr. lioorgo Uauiiltoii kindly conauriteo 
to act as Bocretiiry, and proceeded to read 
a letter from Mr, Eobort Baavan, M. I'. I '. , 
to J. D. Robinson, oity clerk, stating that 
ho would willingly havo t.ikeii a parr in 
tho mouting if liia health could permit of 
it, but it did not.

Mr. Davie then |iriH;oei!ed to com - 
luniit on thu recent li!i;islation of the 
local lioiiHu and contended that the pro 
vincri had thu right to prevuut tho iiniiii- 
gration of Chinese altogether. That vvaa 
thoroughly within tho coinpetoiico of tho 
house. Hut tho Dominion had disallowed 
thu act without any just right,' and lit.'iiee 
the local house had re enacknl it and in 
so many words had told the Dominion 
that tho |)rovince knew what. iU rights 
woro and ho did not think that llio l.>o- 
niiiiion would have the temerity to again 
igiioro tho well uiidoratood wialioa of the 
people. Thoae wiahoa must eventually 
become law and it would bo impolitic for 
tho Domiiiiiui govornmont to .•dint llieir 
eyes to them. He had much ploaanre in 
seconding tho roaolution. (Loud anplause. ) 

Mr. W. K. Hull said the last speakers 
had not really stated wliat tho province 
wanted. A leaf should bo taken out nf 
the Australian book, hut Sir ,Johri X. 
Macdonald did not seem to like thai iiltM. 
Ho aaid you havo important worka on 
hand, and Chinoao labor is desirable, lint 
it was apparent that thoro was already 
muro than anllieient Cliiiieao labor present, 
and if iu tho future more Ohinese woro 
wanted thoy could bo procured. Ho re- 
garded the appointment of a Chinoao con- 
Biil'as merely a move in the iiilerestn of 
the Chinese ; but now the w.uits of the 
people horo aliould bo didiiiitely sl.atoil, 
so that Sir Jtdiii A. Macdonald could not 
fail to know what waa the nucossity uf thu 
hour. (ApplatiBB.) 

Mr. C. Booth next addressed tho meet- 
ing, and paid an eloipieiit tribute to the 
exertions of meiiihern of ilie local liigiala 
lure to secure restrictive ineaHiires againat 
OhinuBO imniigratioii. Hu did not come 
to laud the re[)ort of the coiiiiuiasionera, 
although they had in a mild niannor ad- 
mitted tho uvAn principlo of restriction. 
l:(o ignored the ciimmisBioii as not in the 
iiituresta of Ihu white laborer, and cmi- 
toiidud for further strong agitation. 'J'he 
speaker next referred to the Canadian 
rebellion of 1837, atid aaid that, without 
reflecting on tho gentlemen who com- 
priaod tho coiiiiniaaioii, tliey were evi- 
dently behind tlio age, and tliougllt that 
this was stiir an crH of foudaliaru. Waa 
tho province to be goyernod by t|iu wiahe.i 
of its own people or by tl^oge of two com- 
mihqi >nera or tho Donpnion goveriituont i 
(A voice— By our own 1 Lot's have separa- 



tion.) Uo looked upon the firm step 
taken by Governor Cleveland aa <itigraat 
power to assist British Calumbia, jvad 
trusted that tho Chinoao would be oi- 
eluded from hero altogether. 

Coun. W. A. Jiobert.ioii waa glad to seo 
so largo an attoudaiice of the working 
cliissos, hut rogt'ottod Vlif-.t tho nioiiied 
class was cotispiciioua by its ahseiiee. The 
iiiuuied inun might yet loarii tlin moan- 
ing of tho teinij boycottiltg.

EUROPE.
